Palacio Makes Vain Overtures for 
3 Peace with the Rebels. 
He is Also Attempting to Make a Deal 
with Great Britain, 


Other Foreign News—A Terrific Explosion 
Startles Buda Pesth—London Papers 
Ferry Hostile to the Silver 

‘ Conference.

New York, May 12.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Cabling his paper from 
Valencia the Herald’s Venezuela corre- 
spondent states that a bomb was ex- 
ploded alongside the federal building at 
Caracas at 7 p.m. Fortunately no 
damage was done, but the whole..city is 
still in astate of terror over the dis- 
covery. Another bomb was fired at 
8:30 p.m. at military headquarters, 
The bomb was placed close to the build- 
ing, which at the time was filled with 
Palacio’s soldiers discussing the other 
explosion, when suddenly there was a 
deafening report and the structure was 
violently shaken. All panes of glass 


were smashed and every light went | 


out. Darkness added to the terror of 
the situation. No one, however, was 
killed or injured seriously. re 

A man who was suspected of having 
thrown the bomb was arrested. The 
guards are doubled on all roads leading 
out of the city. Excitement in Caracas 
is greater than ever before. 

The commission sent out by the gov- 
ernment to the insurgent’ chief has re- 
turned to Caracas. It reports that it 
utterly failed in its mission. Gen. 
Crespo bluntly and emphatically de- 
clined to treat for peace unless Palacio 
released the judges he has imprisoned, 
recalled Congress and ordered elections 
to take place immediately. 

Palacio has sent an envoy extraordi- 
nary to Guzmay Blanco in Paris to urge 
his return to Venezuela. The dictator 
also is said to be endeavoring to secure 
a further loan in London on the strength 
of the promised concessions to Great 
Britain in the Orinoco territory. Pala- 
cio is in constant fear of assassination. 
Ex- President Paul has at length come 


out Openty in favor of the rebellion. 


THE SILVER CONFERENCE, 


London Papers Continue to Comment 


Adversely oh the Scheme, 
Loxpox, May 12.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The Standard says: 


No harm can come from the international 
bi-metallic confer pe but prudence must 
be shown in the choice of delegates. They 
should have no fixed theory, but be trusted 
to look dispassionately at the facts. We 
must confess that we have little hope that 
direct good will come from any conference 
having the object of giving a fictitious 
exchange value to any commodity under 
the sun. It is as important to prevent harm 
as to do good, and incalculable injury 
might be done the country if the notion 
were indiscreetly encouraged that the gov- 
ernment is disposed to tamper with con- 
tracts to suit particular sections of the 
empire or spe countries at the expense 
of others. 


The Times has the following: * 


We regret the course the N 
has taken. It appears te be playing into 
the hands of the politicians in Washington. 
If it were possible by the protocols of the 
conference to establish a permanent parit 
between gold and silver, the object woul 
be worth the effort and sacrifice, but it -is 
as impracticable as fer a pint pot to hold a 
quart. The effect of the conference will | 
only be to keep the silver market and 
whole question of currency in an unsettled 
state for along time to come. Is anything 
likely to be done by an international agree- 
ment which will give a greater stimulus to 
the rehabilitation of silver than the Bland 
Bill? IS it likely, even if the government 
advised the Bank of England to hold a por- 
tion ef its reserve in silver, that the Eu- 
ropean powers would be tempted to em- 
bark in the policy of bolstering up silver, 
or that the Bank of England would consent 
thus to reduce its already too small Br 
reserve, or that such astep would pr 
the effect which the Bland act failed to 
produce“ We cannot avoid being made to 
serve the turn of political wire-pullers by 
accepting President Harrison's invitation, 
but we must be careful not to go beyond 
the manifest, narrowlv defined boundaries 
of safety. 

WashINGToN, May 12.—The accep- 
tance by England of the invitation to 
take part in the international mone- 
tary conference will, it is believed, 
carry other interested nations with it | 
and assure the success of the move- 
ment. It is understood favorable re- 
sponses have also been received from 
Italy and Anstria-Hungary.

A Street Car at Buda Pesth Blown Up— 
the Occupants Injured.

As one of the electric 
cars was moving along there was a sud- 
den jar, followed by a terrific roar. 
The shock was very great and people 
in the car were terribly frightened. An 


| investigation showed that the explo- 


sion was caused by a dynamite cart- 
ride, concealed along the rail in such 
a manner that the 2 of one of the 
wheels would explode 

Search showed seven other cartridges 
placed alongside the rails, but in some 
manner they had become misplaced. It 
is fortunate, for had the cartridges ex- 
ploded simultaneously no doubt the car 
would have been blown to pieces and 
many occupants killed. e Wheel 
that struck the cartridge was blown off 
the axle and the bottom of the car was 
badly shattered Nearly all the pas- 
sengers were more or less severely 
bruised, but none of their injuries are 
fatal.

THE MEMPHIS BRIDGE 


Interesting Ceremonies at the Opening of | 


the Immense Structure. 

Mempuis (Tenn.,) May 12.—[By the 
Associated Press.] At noon, with im- 
pressive ceremonies, the great steel 
bridge across the Mississipi River was 
formally declared open for traffic, in 
the presence of à great throng of peo- 
ple, including “distinguished visitors 
from this and adjoining States. The 
day was observed as a holiday, and the 
city was in gala attire. The man-of- 
war Concord and river crafts of all 
kinds were covered with bunting. The 
weather was delightful. 

The festivities began with an impos- 
ing street parade. When the procession 
reached the bridge the ceremonies be- 
gan by the sending of eighteen locomo- 
tives upon the structure as a test of its 
strength. The eighteen engines came 
across the bridge at the rate of thirty-. 
five miles an hour, blowing whistles and 
ringing bells, the din being added to 
by all manner of noises made 
by vessels in the river. Gov. Eagle of 
Arkansas and Gov. Buchanan of Ten- 
nessee were then taken out from their 
respective sides on decorated flat cars 
and in the center of the bridge shook 
hands, with President Clapp of the city 
of Memphis standing over them with 
hands outstretched, and the ceremony 
on the bridge was over When the 
company returned to the Tennessee side, 


Gov. Buchanan welcomed the distin- 


guished guests to the State and city. 
He was replied to by Govs. Stone of 
Mississippi and Eagle of Arkansas. 
Bishop Galloway invoked the divine 
blessing, President Clapp accepted the 
bridge for the city of Memphis and 
Engineer Morrison. delivered it to Pres- 
ident Nettleton of the railroad com- 

any ina speech sketching’ the work. 
Senator Voorhees of Indiana was then 
introduced as the orator of the day. 
He made an able address. 

The Memphis bridge is the third larg- 
est of its kindin the world. There are 
five spans and six piers, including the 
anchorage pier, There is atotallength 
of 2597 feetinthe bridge proper. The 
structure is extended west of the main 
bridge by an iron viaduct 2500 feet in 
length followed by 3100 feet of timber 
trestle and nearly a mile of embank- 
ment to a junction with the existing 
tracks of the Kansas City, Fort Scott 
and Memphis Railroad, a few hundred 
feet west of Sibley, Ark. Some idea 
of the immensity of the steel parts used 
mav be obtained by knowing that the 
main posts are 80 feet high and weigh 
28 tons.

The Dead Millionaire Lala to Kest—Pro 
visions of His Will. 

New York, May 12.—[By the Associ- 
ciated Press.] The funeral of William 
Astor was conducted with great sim- 
plicity at Trinity Church today, and the 
remains were buried in the Astor tomb 
in Trinity Cemetry. 

The will of William Astor will prob- 
ably be offered for probate tomorrow. 
The value of the estate is estimated at 
from $30,000,000 to $50,000,000. 
The widow receives, in addition to an 
annuity settled on her at marriage; the 
Fifth avenue and Newport houses and 
their furniture for life, with an annuity 
of $50,000 from his individual estate. 
Astor also gives nearly $1,500,000 in 
trust funds to be divided among three 
grandchildren bearing the family name 
of Van Allen. His daughters, Mrs. I. 
Roosevelt and Mrs. Wilson, each receive 
trust estates for life of $840,000

Value ot Sunflowers. 
{Orange Belt) 

In Russia the larger varieties of sun- 
flowers cover at least 750,000 acres of 
tillable land each year. Two kinds are 
grown, one bearing small seeds for 
making oil, and the other producing 
large seeds, used for food very much as 
the people of this country eat peanuts. 
Everything connected with the plant is 
used for some purpose. The leaves are 
fed to sheep and cattle as fodder, and 
are said to make excellent food. The 
stalks constitute the principal fire wood 


of the country where the plant is

In such 
times lived the first printer, and it is not 
strange that amid such surroundings he 
should kave found little commercial value, 
for his art and less appreciation for his 
genius. 

But. more than 400 years after Gutten- 
berg's death, there is erected here a home 
for the superannuated disciples of the first 
printer. In a sense it is a monument to his 
history, and a tribute paid by benevolence 
to his genius. In the care for his aged fol. 
lowers the nineteenth century honors him 
who, ina benighted age, lifted the veil 
which shut out the light of intelligence and 
laid the fouhdation for the marvelous en- 
lightment of the present. 

There must be in printers’ ink an in- 
spiration to generosity and even prodigal- 
ity, so few of the craft ever become rich. 
That fellow feeling that makes all the 
world akin glows eveninthe heart of the 
printer, opening his purse to the needy an 
his soul to the suffering. His couch is 
freely shared with the homeless crafts- 
man, his case is gt the service of 
the wanderer, and his last ration is 
fairly divided with the one who 
knows not where to get his dally bread.

PAT HENS AND LAYERS. 

When a hen becomes excessively fat 
she is useless asa layer, and if she is 
an old hen she will remain fat on but 
littlé food. Such hens should be sent 
to market, unless they become broody, 
when’ they may be used as setters. 
When incubating, and fed but one light 


meal daily, they will come off in a con- 


dition that will fit them for laying as 
soon as they leave their chicks; but 


unless fat hens are broody get rid of 


them. 
SEASONABLE HINTS. 
Always 
idle hen is never a good layer. 
Do not compel a few hens to support 
the others. Kill the drones. 
Never give your chicks water before 
they have received their morning meal. 
It is economy, first and last, to feed 
so as to keep the fowls in good, thrifty 
condition. 
Pounded bone, as large as grains of 


maize, is good for fowls. Bones should 


not be calcined first. 
You can’t produce e 
the same time—one b 
separate from the other. 
ang up a codfish in your pigeon loft 


and lice at 
ess is entirely 


where the birds can pick at it and see 


how they all enjoy themselves. 
Give the hens soft nests and seclude 
them somewhat. There will then be 


less danger of broken eggs and less 


temptation for egg-eating. 
If you cannot attend toall the wants 


of fifty hens keep twenty-five. If 


twenty-five require more time than you 
can spare reduce the numberto ten or 
a dozen. 


Milk is one of the best feeds that you 


can give your fowls and especially is 
thissoin regard to small chicks. It 
should be placed so that they can go to 
it at all times. 

There is nothing better for hens. to 
scratch in than leaves. They may be 
gathered in protected places at any 
time during the winter when the ground 
is bare, so a fresh supply may be had 
even as late as May. 

The hen, like the cow, must be given 

food. Give her all the che 
clover or alfalfa, scalded, that she can 
eat. If she is fat the clover and alfalfa, 
with one ounce of lean meat per day, 
will soon compe! her to lay. 
THE GUINEA FOWL. 

There is no domestic bird that equals 
the guinea-fewl] on the table. It comes 
nearer our game birds in flavor than any 
other, and although guineas are seldom 
sold in market, yet the farmer can raise 
them for home use, as a luxury; and se- 
cure a large number of eggs as well. If 
raised with the chicks in the barn-yard 
they will lose their wildness and remain 
near the house.

Trial of the Two Men Who Murdered 
the Lompoe Chinaman. 


The Story of the Crime as Told by One of 
the Defendants—His Statement 
Corroborated by the 
Chinamen, 


In the Superior Court, Judgé Cope presid- 
ing, in the case of the People vs. Antone 
Vital, for murdering the Chinaman at Lom- 
poc, the first witness called on Wednesday 
afternoon was A. W. Campbell, the accom- 
He stated that he was one of the de- 


free will and without promise of reward. 
He testified to meeting Vitalin this city; 
went with him to Lompoc, sto ping one 
night at Napies and one at Las Crusas, ar- 
riving at Lom the third night. Took 
supper atthe Arcade restaurant; after- 


ward stopping ina barn until 1:30, when | 


the Chinamen being yet up and around, 
they waited in a church until two hours. 
later; then went to the wash-house: had 


| masks on; broke down the door, and en-

te red a room where a Chinaman was slee 
ing. Vital took his pants and got 78 cents 
anda bunch of keys. He then opened a 
drawer and took a pistol, which he gave to 
me (Campbell.) In another drawer he 
found some money, which he pocketed. 
We then went into the alley. Vital then 
said, “Iam going to fool that Chinaman,” 
and went backinto the house. In about 
five minutes I heard a cry and three shots. 
We then ran away toward the racetrack 
and down to the beach, then into the hills, 
where werested afew hours and divided 
the money, $25, each taking half. Wethen 
started for Santa Barbara, stopping the 
first night at a dairy, the second night 
camping near Gaviota. Next day we were 
caught by twomen ina buggy while on 
the road and taken back to Lompoc. 

Vital cross-examined Oampbell, but 
elicited nothing new. — 

Ah Ching, the Chinaman owning the 
wash-house, was the next witness. He 
testified that at 3:30 o’clock on the morn- 
ing of March 23 his house was broken into 
by two men, and recognized Vital and 
Campbell asthe two; both had cloths over 
their faces. They took his keys and got 
money out of a drawer, alsoa ring and a 
pistol. Campbell watched him while Vital 
went into a coom occupied by Lee. Lee 
called ont in Chinese. Man come to rob 
me.“ Then he heard a shot. They both 
ran past his door, firing two shots into his 
room as they went, both shots going 
through his clothes hanging on the wall. 
After they were gone he went into Lee's 
room and found him dying. 

Vital — him, but had to be 
stopped by Judge Cope, who, althou 
granting him more lberty than would 
allowed his counsel, yet endeavors to re- 
strain him from asking foolish questions 
that had no bearing on the case. 

Yesterday morning (Thursday) examina- 
tion of the Chinaman was concluded, and 
Drs. Glasscock and Conner of Lompoc testi. 
fied as to making an autopsy on the dead 
body of the Chinaman and tracing the line 
of the bullet. 

E. S. Hoffman of Naples testified as to the 
two men stopping at his place at Naples on 
their way up the coast, and identified them 
both. He noticed that Vital had one 
finger tied up. 

Young Walsen of Lompoc testified to the 
men taking supper at the Arcade restaur- 
ant in Lompoc the evening bcfore the mur.

The decision of the Supreme Court, 
affirming the judgment in the case of 
Charles Yost, assignee, etc., (appellant) 
vs. the Commercial Bank of Santa Ana 
» (respondent,) was received from head- 
quartets yesterday by Deputy Clerk 
Ashmore for filing in this city. 
From the pleadings and findings it 
appears that T. H. Owens and J. M. 
Edington for several years had been 
partners in the business of cultivating 
and raising barley on the San Joaquin 
ranch in Orange county; that the land 
on which acertain crop of barley was 
raised, involved in this action, was 
leased by Owens alone, and that Eding- 
ton was f silent partner; that Owens 
borrowed 62000 fromthe defendant, a 
banking corporation, and to secure his 
note therefor, executed a chattle mort- 
gage on the crop then growing on the 
leased premises, which money was 
used in raising said crop. Subsequently, 
however, both partners assigned all 
their right, title and interest in the 
crop, subject to defendant's chattel 
mortgage, to F. K. Ludlow. The 
money due on the note was never paid 
by Owens, and Ludlow, the assignee, 
assented to the defendant receiving 
eee of the crop, threshing, 
arvesting and selling it, and applying 
the proceeds as directed in the chattel 
mortgage. After this Owens and Ed- 
ington became insolvent, and their as- 
signee brought this action to recover 
possession of this crop of barley in 
sacks, and for damages for detention; 
‘judgment being rendered in favor of 
the defendant.
